DESCENT OF THE J.P.

“we don’t want any of your stinking 
milk here!” 

The same J.P. once directed a jury 
to find that the deceased committed 
“self-suicide,” and this time even the 
local paper began to make remarks.

June’s great solemnity, when the 
Queen's crown, now in course of mak- 
ing, will attract all eyes. 

In the old regalia, destroyed by 
Parliamentary order in 1649, there 
were two crowns associated with the 
queens. First wag that entered in 
the inventory that was made as: 
“The Queene’s Crown of Massy gold, 
weighing three pounds ten ounces, 
enriched with 20 sapphires, 22 rubies 
balass, 83 pearles. The gold (five 
ounces being abated for the weight of 
the stones) valued at £40 a Ib., the 
sapphires at £120, rubies at £40, and 
the pearls at £41 10s." The entire 
value was set down at £338. Of great- 


er interest, however, is the entry as } 


to Queen Edith’s crown, she, cf 
course, being the wife of Edward the 
Confessor. Whether this was but 
traditionally associated with her, it 
is in these days impossible to say, 
for learned antiquarian research has 
not established much as to the old 
regalia; but the Puritan valuers had 
little respect for any ancient or saint- 
ly associations, and contemptuously 
appraised this at £16, with the ex- 
planation, “formerly thought to be of 
massy goulde, but upon trial found 
to be of silver gilt, enriched with 
garnetts, foule pearle, sapphires, and 
some odd stones.” Only one repre- 
sentation of it is known to exist, and 
that may be seen in the picture of 
Queen Henrietta Maria in the Nation- 
al Portrait Gallery, where it is at the 
side of her majesty. 

The crown now known as_ the 
“Consort’s Crown" was the one made 
for Mary of Modena, wife of James 
II. Originally this was probably a 
notable example of Stuart jewellers’ 
craft in fine gold. The design was of 
crosses and fleurs de lis, and the 
arches met in a mound or orb sur- 
mounted by a cross. The jewels used 
were diamonds, rubies, emeralds, and 
pearls, and were of great value; but 
it ig stated that many of these were 
subsequently removed for other pur- 
poses, and very inferior stones sub- 
stituted for them. It has a cap or 
lining of ruby-purple velvet, and a 
narrow line of ermine is shown where 
it rests upon the hair. At the same 
time was made the ivory rod, and 
this has been borne by all our 
queens-consort since. The crown, 
however, in more modern days has 
not been used, and the title, there- 
fore, has become misleading. 

Another crown there is in the re- 
galia, which was made for Mary II., 
at her sacring jointly with William of 
Orange. It is not of any specia 
value or beauty, though, of course, it 
was used in a ceremony that is 
unique in our. coronation annals. 
With it is the gold rod or sceptre, 
also specialiy made for her.

WORKING CLASS 


WORKING CONDITIONS MORE 
FAVORABLE IN AMERICA 


Relative Cost of Living is Less on 
This. Side of the Atlantic in Com- 
parison to Earnings—Habit of 
Spending is Greater in America 
Than in England—Shorter Working 
Hours. 


London.—Copies of the report on the 
cost of living in American cities based 
on inquiries made in 28 representa- 
tive towns by officials of the Buitish 
board of trade, were circulated in par- 
liament recently. 

The report of 533 pages covers ques- 
tions of the working classes, includ- 
ing housing, retail prices of commodi- 
ties and rates of wages in States, com- 
piled for purposes of comparison with 
the condition of workers in Great 
Britain and other countries. 

The conclusions reached are ‘The 
cost of food and rent combined is 52 
per cent. greater in the United 

tates than in England and Wales, 
but these heavier relative charges on 
the working class income have been 
met with weekly wages, which are as 
230 to 100.” —- 

The report adds that this ratio of 
money earnings is more than two and 
one-fourth times as great as in HW 
land and Wales, and ‘Makes possible 
a command of necessaries, conveni- 
ences, and minor luxuries of life that 
is both nominally and really greater 
than that enjoyed by a corresponding 
class in this country, although the ef- 
fective margin in practice is curtailed 
by thescale of expenditure, to some 
extent necessary and to some extent 
voluntarily adopted in  accordinace 
with the different and higher stand- 
ard of material comfort.” 

The report notes that although hab- 
it of spending is greater in America 
than in England, and although the 
American is naturally more extrava- 
gant and great wastefulness often re- 
sults, it is a fact that those who de- 
sire to exercise strength of will and 
foresight can save more easily in the 
States than in England because of the 
larger income. In the matter of the 
hours of skilled workers in the build- 
ing trades those in America have an 
advantage of about six hours weekly 
compared to the English, and the un- 
skilled have an advantage of about 
3 3-4 hours. 

American compositors work about 
48 hours weekly as compared to 52!4 
hours for the English compositor. In 
the engineering trades, on the other; 
hand, American hours exceed English | 
by three hours weekly. :

UNIQUE GIFT TO KING GEORGE 


A Great Collection of Rare South 
Animals For His Majesty— 
Some Have Arrived 

London.—Rapid progress is being | 
made with the collection of South Af- 
tica animals destined for presentation 
to King George on the double occas- 
ion of his coronation and of the estab- 
lishment of the Union of South Africa. 
According to the latest information 
from South Africa the collection al- 


ready includes representatives of the 
following species: Roan antelope, 
oribi, zebra, sable antelope, puku, 


springbuck and duiker, warthog and 
bushpig, jumping hare, babons, lions 
(two), leopards (two), genets, secre- 
tury bird, wild geese, cranes, guinea| 
fowls, francolins, kites, eagles, hawks, i 
crocodile, pythons poisonous, snakes, 
tortoises and iguanas. These are be- 
ing shipped to England, where is is 
understood that they will be exhibited 
to the public in the Zoological so- 
sity gardens. 

eanwhile, what is so far the most 
important animal to be included in 
the collection has already reached 
Regent’s Park. This is an example 
of Ross’s etge eyed seal (ommato-, 
hoca rossi) from the Antarctic seas. 

he fur is close-set and rigid, of a 
greenish yellow stripe on the sides 
and paler beneath.

BRITISH LAND ARMS IN MEXICO

MOVE TO SET ASIDE GOVERN. 
MENT RESERVES 


Dominion Forestry Department Will 
Send Out Parties ‘of Surveyors This 
Summer to Determine What Por- 
tions of Canada’s Vast Forest | 
Wealth Should te Set Aside—To/| 
Prevent Fires. 


Ottawa.—With the object of determ- 
ining what portions of Canada’s vast 
forest wealth should be set aside as 
new government reserves, as has been 
done with the eastern slope of the 
Rocky mountains, parties will be sent 
out by the forestry department this 
summer to tue Peace River counry, 
British Columbia, and parts of Mani- 
toba and Saskatchewan. 

A party will also leave about the 
end of the month for Hudson’s Bay to 
inspect the timber along the line of 
the projected Hudson’s Bay railway. 
In connection with the last named 

arty, @ man was sent up to Lake 

Yinnipeg from where the party will 
start, to purchase sth lies and make 
arrangements. It w 1 consist of a 
half dozen men who will go to Nor- 
wuy House by boat and take canoes 
to Split Lake, and from there work 
along the line of the road for ten 
miles on either side. 

The department has had two rang- 
ers there all winter who report that it 
was the hardest cold period in years, 
temperatures of 50 an 
low zero being the rule. 

It is of much importance for the 
future of the railway, for could fires 
be prevented, the timber in that dis- 
trict would be quite valuable. 

The party to be-sent to Peace River 
country will be headed by D. R. Cam- 
eron and it, as is the case with the 
others which will go to eastern Sas- 
katchewan and Manitoba, will deter- 
mine what portions of the country 
should be set aside as forest reserves.
